A man who recounted his longtime 
girlfriend’s arrest in a Seattle Times 
story about ramped-up immigration 
enforcement in Pacific County last 
month has now been detained, and says 
U.S. Immigration and Customs Enforce- 
ment (ICE) agents told him the arrest 
was because he was in the newspaper. 

Baltazar “Rosas” Aburto Gutierrez, 
speaking by phone from the Northwest 
Detention Center, where he is being 
held, said he got off work about 4 a.m. 
Monday — he harvests clams around 
Willapa Bay — went back to his Ocean 
Park home and, a few hours later, head- 
ed to Okie’s Thriftway Market for coffee 
and eggs. 

An SUV blocked his path into the 
parking lot, he said. An ICE agent got
